Joseph Mahoviteh 

q'he Holy Ghost Catholic Church 
in Coleman was well filled Tues¬ 
day morning when the many 
friends of the late Joseph Maho- 
vitch attended Requiem High Mass 
that was celebrated by the Rev. 
Denis Fleming. 

Following the services the fu¬ 
neral cortege proceeded to Cole¬ 
man Catholic cemetery where In¬ 
terment was made. Prayers were 
said Monday evening at 7 pan. at 
Hall’s Funeral Service Ltd. chapel 
Mr. Mahoviteh. 45 years of age. 
passed away suddenly in the Crows 
Nest Pass Municipal Hospital on 
Sunday following a very brief ill¬ 
ness. 

Joe. as he was better known by 
Ms many friends in the Crows Nest 
Pass towns was born in Coleman 
on May 11, 1913. After completing 
his public school he went to work 
for the McCillivray mine at the 
age of 15 and remained there for 
eight years. 

In 1937 he went north to Yel¬ 
lowknife, NiW.T., where he oper¬ 
ated a trap line in Headless Val¬ 
ley until 1940, when he went to 
Vancouver where he joined the 
merchant marines. 

During his six years in the mer¬ 
chant navy Joe travelled to many 
ports in the world. 

He returned to Blairmore in 1946 
and worked for the West Cana¬ 
dian Collieries mine as a steam en¬ 
gineer until When he went to work 
for Sicks Brewery in Lethbridge. 

After working here for two years 
he went to work for the British 
American Oil Co. at Longview, Al¬ 
berta, where he worked until Dec¬ 
ember 5, 1955, when he was badly 
^injured in a car accident and had 
not worked since. 

Joe was an ardent hunter and 
fisherman, and was exceptionally 
fond of hiking, having been known 
to have hiked on various occasions 
from Coleman to Banff over the 
trail that is now known as the 
Kan&naskis Highway. Joe was also 
an ardent skier and sports fan. He 
was a member of the Bellevue Le¬ 
gion and of the Catholic faith. 

He was predeceased by his par¬ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Michael Maho- 
vitch at Coleman and by a brother 
in the U. S. A. 

Surviving are six sisters— Helen. 
Mrs. James Lloyd and Stafie, Mrs 
Don Shannon of Blairmore; Mary 
Mrs. William Sickoff of Bellevue; 
Mildred, Mrs. George Cade of Van¬ 
couver; Annie of Coleman, and Dor¬ 
is of Calgary.

Coffee Shop 
Hit By Fire 

Coleman Volunteer Fire Brigade 
was called out at 5 o’clock Sunday 
morning to fight a blaze that be¬ 
gan in the coffee shop of the 
Grand Union Hotel. 

According to Fire Chief Henry 
Zik, jr. ,the fire began behind au 
electric stove In the coffee shop, 
but the blaze yvas not an electrical 
fire. 

He stated the 16-man brigade 
had much difficulty in controlling 
the fire as the fire spread into air 
vents in the walls. 

Mr. Zak highly commended ho¬ 
tel manager Harry Tucker, a form¬ 
er Calgary fireman, whose past ex¬ 
perience greatly aided the local 
brigade. 

After examining the fire, Mr. 
Tucker turned several extinguish¬ 
ers on the blaze, then without 
causing any panic, calmly evacu¬ 
ated all patrons of the hotel. The 
fire was spotted by night watch¬ 
man Alex Galbraith, who turned 
in the alarm. 

Considerable damage was done 
to the walls of the coffee Shop, but 
amount of the damage has not yet 

been estimated. Insurance was car¬ 
ried.

'Make an honest effort,” he ask¬ 
ed them, "to get through Safe Driv¬ 
ing Week without a single traffic 
accident.

that there were 1307 last year com¬ 
pared with 1133 the year before 
and 978 four years ago. This is 
contrary to the experience of other 
provinces in Canada whers the 
number of new cases is gradually 
declining. We do not really be¬ 
lieve that the incidence of the di¬ 
sease is actually on the increase, 
but rather that our expanded ef¬ 
forts are bearing fruit in that the 
disease is being discovered earlier 
as the result of the examinations 
of more people, and it is our in¬ 
tention to continue to devote ev¬ 
ery effort to the case-finding phast 
of our operations. Thus far during 
1958, our mobile units, in co-op¬ 
eration with the Department of 
Health, have X-rayed over 95,000 
Alberta people and by the year end 
we expect to far surpass the 105, 
000 examined last year.”

We ask that they 
buy and use the Christmas Seals 
on all their mail, and in this way 
let their friends know that they 
are with us in the fight tp bring 
this disease under control.”

Children who were not achiev¬ 
ing as much as it seemed they 
should in school were given spe¬ 
cial vislual skills training to find 
out what this would achieve in 
terms of better school work.

compared with another group of 
similar children who were not giv¬ 
en any special training. 

The specially trained group show¬ 
ed remarkable improvement, espe¬ 
cially in reading. They improved 
at the normal rate plus 60 per 
cent.

C. Optometric Association, that this 
and other research shows the value 
of visual skills in relation to edu¬ 
cation.
